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In  the  years  Mitchell  has  been  a  community  college,  a 
number  of  changes  have  taken  place.  The  college  has 
expanded  to  include  the  Continuing  Education  Center  on 
West  Front  Street,  The  Mooresville  Center,  and  several  new 
buildings  on  the  main  campus.  The  faculty  and  staff  have 
doubled  and  increases  in  budget  have  been  even  more 
significant.  The  number  of  students  has  increased  to  almost 
fifteen  hundred  each  fall  in  curriculum  programs  and  four 
or  five  times  that  many  in  continuing  education  activities. 

The  greatest  change  is  the  number  of  opportunities 
people  have  to  achieve  educational  goals  in  the  multitude 
of  instructional  services  provided  by  the  college.  The 
opportunities  are  the  result  of  the  quality  and  commitment 
of  the  faculty  and  staff.  Mitchell  has  many  student  organi- 
zations as  ever,  and  many  students  benefit  from  these 
additional  opportunities.  Student  organizations  are  suc- 
cessful based  upon  effective  leadership  from  faculty  and 
staff  sponsors  as  well  as  active  participation  by  students  of 
all  ages. 

The  history  and  traditions  of  Mitchell  provide  a  positive 
foundation  to  continue  building  a  college  able  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  Iredell  County  into  the  decades 
ahead.  The  changes  in  programs  and  students  reflect  the 
changes  in  the  area  over  that  time  period.  It  has  been  a 
privilege  and  pleasure  to  be  part  of  these  changes,  and  I  am 
pleased  with  our  progress  to  date.
